COINAGE COMMITTEE REPORTS. 


Chairman Stone’s Report. Calls for 
Radical Changes in Currency. 
Washington, January 31.—Representative 
Charles W. Stone, of Pennsylvania, submit- 
ted to the house today his report to ac- 
company the Hill bill, recently reported 
from the committee on coinage, weights 
and measures, of which Mr. Stone is chair- 


man. The Hill bill, the report says, con- 
tains an affirmative declaration for the g01d 
Standard; a provision for the interchang- 
ability of all forms of money; a separa- 
tion of the note issue from the fiscal branch 
of the treasury department; the retirement 
of the greenbacks and the establishment of 
branch national banks. 

The minority report, which also was sub- 
mitted today, says the bill will make radi- 
cal chenges in our whole currency system 
and work a serious and it is believed disas- 
trous contraction of our money volume 
and destroy the whole of the silver coinage. 
The bill, says the report, fixes absolutely 
and unqualifiedly the single gold standard 
upon the country. 

This will give the banks, says the minor- 
ity report, the power to contract the cur- 
rency at their @lll and to coerce legislation 
under threat of panics and business depres- 
= to be brought about by such contrac.

The house committee on Nicaragua canal 
reached an agreement today on what is 
really the vital point of their canal bill, 
and they reached it by adopting an amend- 
ment introduced and strongly suppwrted by 
Judge Adamson, of Georgia. Tiere have 

, been two factions in the committee, one 
headed by Mr. Barham in favor of the 
Morgan bill, the other headed by <‘nsi: man 
Hepburn, in favor of his plan which iz- 
nored all existing concessions. Tne com- 
mittee was about evenly divided. Finally 
after many differences of opinior the com- 
mittee reached an agreement on Judge 
Adamson’s idea, which is in the nature of 
a cc mpromise. 

The power is placed in the hands of the 
president to negotiate with the govern- 
ments of Costa Rica and Nicaragua direct, 
and he can secure any of the concessions 
that he may regard necessary.

McKinley Would Never Have Been

Was To Be. 


Washington, January 31.—During almost 
the entire morning hour today the senate 
had under discussion the policy of this 
country to be pursued in the Philippine 
islands. Mr. of Arkansas, in a 
speech upon the resolution offered by Mr. 
Vest discussed the policy of expansion 
without reference to the constitutional 
point involved in the Vest resolution. He 
spoke from notes, stating with force and 
emphasis his objections to the pending

treaty of peace. 


“If in November, 189,"" he began, ‘‘it 
had been known that the president at 
this time, so soon after his inauguta- 
tion. would be asking congress for an 
army of 100,000 men to subjugate and 
reduce a people 7,000 miles from our 
shores; who were endeavoring to es:ab- 
lish a government for themseives, he 
would not have received a single ¢€.¢c- 
toral vote in any gtate. 


“The daily abuse which is neapsd upon 
those who are opposing this heme of 
imperialism and the eriticism te which we 
are subjected by senators on this flow be- 
cause we will not follow the presiaent 
in his—wild e of colonization cer. 
tainly ig,not the best method of attaining 
their ends. There are thousands and tens 
of thousands of our people who believe 
the danger of the overthrow of our in- 
stitutions was never so great ag at this 
time.’’ 

Mr. Berry adverted to the great influence 
of the money power and the power of 
corporations exerted in the elections cf 
1896, declaring that President Mckinley 
owed his election to that power. 

He declared that the money powcr was 
able to control nearly all the daily rews- 
papers and they were able to elect il- 


liam McKinley. 


Berry Praises Victory. 

He said further that we had won a glo- 
rious victory in the late war, but that 
we had fought Spain to free the Cubans 
from her control, and having accompiished 
that purpose, we could not now witihcut 
dishonor make war upon the people of the 
Philippines to subject them to our con- 
trol. 


“It has been urged,” said Mr. 
“that we must hold tnose isfands and can- 
not release them now. That is not true. 
According to the protocol we hold only 
the city, bay and harbor of Manliia. The 
remainder of the islands are not under 
our control.’’ 


Mr. Berry said that the opponents of 
colonization were being urged to agree to 
the ratification of the treaty, and after 
such ratification Genéral Otis m'ght push 
forward his battalions and kill those who 
are fighting simply for freedom. In wrging 
the ratification of the treaty and advocat- 
ing the colonization scheme of the ed- 
ministration he did not think senators were 
making a record to be proud of, 

Mr. Berry, referring to an allusion made 
that he had not always earnestly supported 
the government of the United States, said 
it was true he had served in the confederate 
army and that there had never been a 
day of his life since that he was not 
proud of that service, yet he believed the 
government of the United States under 
which we were now living was the greatest 
on the face of the earth, 

Policy of Lee and Jackson. 
“I will never vote, however,” he Ge- 
clared with great emphasis, “‘to piace 
upon any people a policy against which 


Lee fought and against which Jackson 

gave up his life.’’ 

Mr. Platt, of Connecticut, then ‘nddressed 
the senate upon the various res>»lutions. 
He said: 

‘This resolution is one of a series of resp- 
lutions which have been introduced f10m 
time to time in this body with a view to 
declaring what our policy ig not to. be. 
So far as I have heard nobody except the 
senator from Massachusetts (Mr. Hoar) has 
signified what he. thought the 
country ought to be.” 


After analyzing the s€veral resolutions 
offered and adverting to the Bacon regc!y- 
tion, he said that it could mean but one 
thing and that was that if the treaty was 
ratified it would be the duty of this gov- 
ernment to relinquish the Philippines im- 
mediately to the inhabitants without ref- 
erence to our rights in the premises. 

“The resolutions do not say so,” intar- 
jected Mr. Bacon. “Indeed, they say quite 
the .contrary.”

He admitted that in the be- 
ginning of the negotiations he hird vegen 
oppused to the acquisition of the Puulppine 
archipelago and sai@ that he haa {freely 
and frankly advised the president and his 
fellow commn.iss cners of his .belief vhat it 
would be u1wise to attempt to shape ‘ts 
destiny. He had used his best endeavors 
to bring them to accept his views, but had 
utterly fuilet. He kad at last reached the 
conclusion that ne would either have, to 
join with the majority or see the treaty 
fail and the war continue. In the méan- 
time he ha@ been largely won over by the 
arguments of his colleagues and by the 
logic of the situation, and he had at last 
concluded to sign the treaty. 

Refuses To Defend Treaty. 

Iiaving taken his position, he was here 
aAow tu defend the treaty as a wise con- 
clusion of a most delicate diplomatic un- 
dertaking. Many complications had beset 
the cOmin:ssioners in their work, and while 
he would not retract what he had hereto- 
fore said as to the undesirability of ac- 
quiring cisiant territory as a matter of 
principle, still there were times when a 
as an individual might have to 
choose between eVils. There was danger of 
many complications of an international 
character in case the United States should 
have elected to pursue a different policy. 
He reiterated that the ultimate conclusion 
to take the entire Philippine group was 
that of the commissioners rather than the 
president, and also went into the difficulties 
of getting the Spansih commissioners to 
come to a conclusion.

STATESMAN'S WIFE SO CHARGED 


Notel Bulgarian Was Assassinated in 
the Street and His Wife Has 
Since Kept His Hands in 
Spirits To Show Their 
Children. 


Sofia, Bulgaria, January  $31.—Princess 
Ferdinand of Bulgaria died today of pneu- 
monia. She gave birth to a daughter last 
evening. 

The princess was dying last evening, 
but the fact was hidden from the popula- 
tion. She was still conscious this morn- 
ing and bade farewell to the children. 

Prince Ferdinand remained at the bed- 
side throughout, 

Princess Ferdinand of Bulgaria was Ma- 
rie Louise, eldest daughter of Duke Rob- 
ert of Parma. She was born on January 
17, 1870, and was married on April 20, 1899, 
to Prince Ferdinand, the reigning prince of 
Bulgaria. 

The deceased princess had been suffering 
for a fortnight from influenga, and con- 
tinuous high fever, which caused xtreme . 
debility. There is much gossip hére as 
to her unhappy domestic life. The palace 
at Sofia is a most unsanitary place. 

During the first years of her residence 
there she suffered a great, deal owing. 
intermitten fever on account of the draffis: ° 
She only just survived her first confine- 
ment andthe enforced conversion of young 
Prince Boris to the orthodox Greek church

HOW STAMBULOFF MET DEATH. 


Bulgarian Statesman Met His Death 
in the Streets of Sofia. 

Vienna, January 31.—The late M. Stefan 
StamLuloff, the Bulgarian statesman, is 
now recalled, M. Stambuloff’s friends al- 
ways attributed the murderous attack made 
on him in July, 1895, to the princess, and his 
widow, who still keeps her husband’s hands 
in spirits to show her children and to pre- 
vent them forgetting how their father 
died, once said: 

“Those hands are outstretched to grasp 
Marie Louise of Parma to drag her away 
from thappiness.”’ oe ae oes age 

The jate M. Stambuloff, whose death by 
violence his widow has always, attributed 
to the instigation of the late Princess Marie 
Louise of Bulgaria, was returning home 
from the Union Club in Soffa, on the even- 
ing of July 15, 18%, accompanied by a friend, 
M. Petkoff, when the two men were at- 
tacked by four persons armed with revoi- 
vers and knives. 

The assailants compelled M. Stambuloff's 
coachman to stop the horses. Stambuioff 
jumped out and received immediately a cut 
which almost severed his hand from the 
wrist. He tried to escape, but was follow- 
ed and stabbed in the head, receiving also 
a revolver shot. 

When he fell his assailants continued to 
stab him, almost cutting off the other 
hand. M. Petkoff. who did alj in his power 
to assist the fallen man, was also severely” 
stabbed. M. Stambuloff’s left eye was 
gouged out, the other was almost d¢gstroyed 
and he received in all fifteen terrible 
wounds. 

M. Petkoff afterwards deciared that he 
saw five gendarmes nearby when the at- 
tack was made and saw them run away 
without having given the feast assistance. ~

Representative Cummings of New York

DEMOCRATS VOTE TOGETHER OW BILL. 


Congressman Cannon, of Illinois, Com- 
mends Act of President Cleveland 
in Calling Cut Troops 
To Suppress the Riot 


in Chicago. 


Washington, January 31.—The bill to re- 
organize and increase the standing army 
to about 100,000 men, but giving the presi- 
dent authority to reduce the size of infant- 
ry companies and cavalry troops to sixty 
men each, thus fixing a,minimum of about 
50,000 enlisted men, passed the house today 
by a vote of 168 to 125. 


This was the result of a week of hard 
and often picturesque fighting on the 
floor, during the progress of which the 
opposition compelied those in charge of 
the measure to give this discretionary 
authority to the president and to make. 
other modifications, among which were . 
a reduction of 331 in the number of 
staff officers. | 


In consequence of. these modifications 

the repuiilican opposition practically van- 
ished, and on the final vote but six repub- 
licans voted against the bill—Messrs. Bar- 
ber, of Maryland; Connolly, of Illinois; 
Loud; of California; Johnson, of Indiana; 
McEwen, of New Jersey, and Wadsworth, 
of New York. 
- This republican defection was, however, 
almost offset by five members of the po- 
-litteal opposition who voted in favor of the 
Dbill—Messrs. Berry, of Kentucky; McCiel- 
land, of New York; McAleer, of Pennsyl- 
vania; Taylor, of Alabama, democrats, and 
Skinner, populist, of North Carolina. 

The galleries were crowded throughout 
the day and every member who could pos- 


sibly be heard was on the floor to record 


his vote on the final roll call. 

The programn? today included provision 
for two hours of general debate, which was 
to be occupied by Messrs. Dalzell, of Penn-

Refasal of America To Consider. Pilipino 
Commission Prevokes Anger. 


HONG KONG JUNTA PROTESTS 


Filipino Slays Three American Senti- 
nels for Supposed Wrong. 


THE ACTION GF GENERAL OTIS ATTACKED 


Cable from Paris Explains Nature of 
Proclamation Issued by the Piil- 
ippine Government. 


Hong Kong, January 31.—The Filipino 
junta here publishes its protest against 
the “refusal of the United States to as- 
sociate with the Philippines cofimission 
representatives of the national govern- 
ment,’’ adding that ‘‘the usefulness of the 
commission will necessarily be greatly lim- 
ited ‘by the exclusion of the Filipinos.” 
The protest continues: 

“Tt is impossible for the commission, 
sitting only at Manila, unaided by the 
friendly co-operation of the national gov- 
ernment, to reach a proper understanding 
of the actual condition of affairs in the 
Philippines, the unanimity of the aspira- 
tions of the people and their capability 
for self government.

Cuban Representative in Washington 
Will Attempt To Persuade Go-’ 
mez of the Folly of His 
Claims’’Upon United 
States. 


Washington, January 31.—Maximo Gomez, 
the Cuban commanding general, has de- 
manded nearly $60,000,000 from the United 
States and refuses to disband hig “army” 
until the money is paid. He has repudiated 
the arrangement made by Calixto Garcia, 
who came to Washington with authority 
from Gomez to provide for the return of 
the Cubans to their peaceful pursuits, and 
whose work was barely accomplished be- 
fore his sudden @eath on December 1ith. 

It was then agreed that the United States, 
in order to secure the prompt resumption 
of labor on the plantations of the islands, 
with a view to promoting the speedy re- 
vival of prosperity and settled conditions, 
should distribute about $3,000,000 among the 
30,000 men said to be still under arms, in 
the ratio of $100 a ‘man, the officers in pro- 
portion to their rank to receive a greater 
amount, the ordinary enlisted men to be 
discharged with sums less than $100, de- 
pending on the length of service and other 
considerations. For over a@ month the pay 
corps of the army ‘had been making ready 
to carry out this arrangement, the national 
defense funds being available for the pur- 
pose, 

Accurate lists of the Cuban soldiers en- 
titled to compensation had tobe prepared 
and other formalities gone through. It was 
intended that the Cubans at the proper 
time should apply at established American 
garrisons in the various provinces, where, 
on throwing down their arms and present- 
ing the proper credentials, they were to 


the pay officers at'the stations. 

Gomez has come’épf against this scheme, 
which was operating satisfactorily to most 
Cubans, and has struck for greater stakes. 

It is officially known here that he is 
endeavoring té dissuade Cubans from ac- 
cepting offices under the American occu- 
pation and is urging all the natives of 
every grade to stay with ‘Him in the field 
until the United States is compelled to ac- 
cede to his “terms of disbandment.” 

Gomez alleges that his army consists of 
40,000 men, amd he insists that most of 
them shall be paid for three years’ service 
at the rates which prevail in- the United 
States army. He fixes the date of the Cu- 
ban declaration of independence, February 
24, 18%, as the beginning of the period for 


remunerated, and for himself, wh Jme 
rank of Lieutenant General, he will be 
satisfied with $11,000 annually, the American 
rate for that grade. . 

Gomez also has about twenty major gen- 
erals, for each of whom he wants $7,500 
annually, and his “‘tarmy”’ is equipped with 
nearly 200 brigadier generals, each rated ac- 
cording to the United States army pay 
table, at $5,500 annually. His aggregate 
little sum of $3,783,000 is for generals alone; 
then, there are colonels, lieutenant colonels 
and majors whose numbers run into the 
thousands. The privates do not amount 
to much, for they are comparatively few, 
but each of them ‘will require $648, and the 
army paymasters, who figured out the to- 
tal, have reported that over $57,000,000 will 
be required to gratify all the demands 
Gomez has made, which is an average of 
$1,425 a man. 

It is to meet these demands and to show 
Gomez their absurdity that Gonzalo Que- 
sada, who for the last three yeans has been 
the representative of the Cubans in Wasih- 
ington, started for Cuba last week after 
reaching a thorough understanding with 
the war department. Robert P. Porter 
went along with Mr. Quesada as the offi- 
cial representative of the United States 
in the matter,

MILES TALKS OF 


Commanding General Gives Out Another 
Statement on Beef Issue. 


BEEF CHEMICALLY TREATED 


Explains Difference Between Canned 
Roast Beef and the Embalmed. 


POPE CHALLENGES HIS STATEMENT 


Colonel A. A. Pope Put $1,000 at 
Miles’s Order To Prove Chemicals 
Were Used by Packers. 


New York, January 31.—General Nelson A. 
Miles gave out a statement tonight, after 
having denied several published interviews 
attributed to him. He prefaced his state- 
ment by saying: 


“I have been most freely quoted without 
authority from me or without any utterance 
on my part. It has been a source of great 
annoyance to me.” 


His statement is as follows: 


“On the Mth of last September I issued 
an order to regimental commanders to re- 
port to me concerning the beef which had 


been issued to the n. As the time 
that I went before the wamboar sti- 
gating committee I had only Tréceived re- 


ports from fourteen of the commanders\ 
Now I have thirty reports. They all tell 
the same story. The evidence proves the 
truth of the statements I have made. In 
addition to §ie reports of the regimenta! 
commanders, I have a great mass of evi- 
dence, consisting of communications, effi- 
davits, etc., from officers, soldiers and civil- 
lans. Every part of the country has con- 
tributed to the mass of correspondence 
Which I have received in reference to rhe 
beef served to our soldiers, and the evi- 
dence is ail corroborative of what I have 
said. The great publicity which the press 
has given to the matter has brougint all 
the correspondence of which I speak upon 
me. 

“I have overwhelming evidence that the 
embalmed beef was treated with chemicals 
in order to preserve it. I have aifidavits 
from men who saw the beef undergoing the 
treatment or embalming process. 

“Now, as to the canned roast beef, that 
was different from embalmed beef. The 
canned roast beef wag the béeef after the 
extract had been boiled out of it. You have 
seen the advertisements, ‘beef extract, one 
pound contains the substance of from four 
to five pounds of prime beef.’ Well, this 
Is the beef after the extract has been 
taken from it. They put this beef pulp up 
in cans ‘and label it ‘canned roast beef.’ 
The report was that the canned beef was 
nauseating. If swallowed it could not be 
kept on the stomach.”’ 


It was pointed out to General Miles that 
he had been quoted as having said that if 
the men who supplied the beef would de- 
posit $1,000 in such a way that it could Le 
made to pay the cost of the proceedifigs, 
he would furnish absolute proof of his 
assertions. He was asked what tribunal 
he had in mind or to whom he would fur- 
nish this proof, and in reply said: 

“I made that statement in response to the

BECK IN JAIL FOR 


KILLING CONSTABLE 


Alabama Negroes Try To Hang a Man 
Who Makes Charges Against Them. 


ROPE BURNS INTO HIS NECK 


Warrant for Him Placed in the Hands ) 


of a State Officer. 


HE RESISTS ARREST — DESPERATELY 


After Shooting the Constable, Beck Is 
Arrested and Wounded by a 
Mob in Hiding. 


Selma, Ala., January 31.—({Special.)—Dan- 
iel Beck was brought to the city on the 
steamer City of Mobile today, and jailed 
charged with the murder of Deputy Consta- 
ble Cornelius Hunter. ‘The killing occurred 
near Portland, forty miles south of Sel- 
ma, in this county, last evening. 

Beck has a bullet in him which entered 
just below the shoulder, and passed through 
his body. He may die. The causes that 
led to the killing date back several days. 

Beck had been before the United States 
grand jury, and had informed on several 
negroes who had been selling whisky. They 
charged him with being a jury spy. and a 
week ago a mob of negroes took him out 
and hung him to a limb, cutting hira down 
just before life became extinct. 

Beck’s neck shows evidence of where 
the rope had been. He went again to Mont- 
gomery after the mob of negrovs hac fen- 
dled him so roughly and tried to get some 
action taken by the United States grand 
jury to punish his enemies. He ras ‘old to 
take the matter before the Dallas grand 
jury. 

On his return from Montgoincry s¢\ eral 
warrants were sworn out-before a justice 
of the peace by various negroes charging 
him with defamation of character. 

Cornelius Hunter was depu‘iz:d to ce:ve 


| the warrants on Beck. He went to aiicat 
him yesterday, but the negro refused te be 


taken, and both went for their guns. Beck 
was the quickest to get nis, and shor, kiil- 
ing Hunter almost instantly. The slLovuting 
occurred about 3 o’clock in the afternoon, 
and a mob of* negroes quickly sa.dered 
and attempted to lynch him. 

The white citizens interfered and the mob 
wis dispersed, the prisoner being kept ina 
store awaiting the arrival vf a boat. Whin 
the whistle of the City of Mobile was } «ard, 
Beck was carried to the river landing, but 
the boat was farther away than thought. A 
fire was built, and while sitting aroun‘ it, 
out of the bushes near came the erick of a 
rifle. and Beck cried out that he was shot. 
Who fired the assassin’s bullet was. not 
learned, but it evidently came from some of 
the same gang who had attempted to Iynch 
him in the afternoon.

PREPARATION FOR DEPARTURE 


Battalion Must Be at Tampa by the 
6th Instant. 


MUCH WORK IS TO BE 


DONE 


Most of the Men Are Entitled to Dis- 
charges and Have Filed Ap- 
plications for Them. 


Preparations will be activély begun at 
Fort McPherson this morning for the ce- 
parture of the battalion of ‘the Fifth in- 
fantry. The orders that were received 
Monday night directing Major Chance to 
proceed to Cuba stated that the command 
must be at Tampa, the point of embarka- 
tion, by February 8th. This will necessi- 
tate its leaving here on or before February 
6th, and it will require a good deal of work 
to be ready by that date. 

Many of the men are entitled to dis- 
charges and have asked for them—so many, 
in fact, that if none of those who go cut 
re-enlist, the command will leave here 
with less men than kre in two full com- 
panies, and the work of preparing their 
papers is a task of pruportions. 

The packing of the commissary and quer- 
termaster stores wilil be the smallest par- 
tion of the preparations for leaving. It is 
the figuring of the pay and clothing allcw- 
ance and mileage due those who have al- 
ready filed applications for dismissal from 
the service that constitutes the great task. 

There are now 645 men in the battalion. 
Of this number 507, having enlisted for the 
term of the war, are now entitled to an 
honorable discharge if they desire it. Four 
hundred and forty-two have stated they do 
desire it, with more, possibly, to hear 
from. 

It is the opinion of the officers that many 
of this number wiil re-enlist. In many !n- 
stances, they think, dismissal ‘s desired 
merely because of the fact that each r'an 
will then be entitled to a day’s pay for 
every twenty miles vf rallroad between 
the fort and his home. And, after they se- 
cure this perquisite—to which they ale en- 
titled without regard to whether they do 
return to their homes or not—tit ts thought 
by the officers that they will come back into 
the battalion.

Senator Hoar contributes a very in- 
teresting article to the current Scrib- 
ner’s, under the title of ‘Four National 
Conventions.” This title involves a 
glance at the history of the republican 
party for nearly eighteen years, the con- 
yentions being culminations of periods 
of four years each. 

The senator, in the very beginning 
of his article, puts forth a slight memen- 
to of his partisanship, that partisan; 
ship involving a feeling of sectional 
prejudice which is indeed a remarkable 
outcropping when we remember his age, 
his experience and his undoubted abili- 
ty. This unfortunate feature of a ca- 
reer which otherwise appeals to the 
admiration of men everywhere can hard- 
ly be described as a characteristic, being 


- more in the nature of a persistent and un- 


measurable recurrence of petulance, and 
will prevent Senator Hoar from occupy- 
ing as high a place in the judgment of 
posterity as. his ability entitles him to 
occupy. The fly in the ointment of 
his career is the fact that he refuses 
to look at both sides of the turbulent 
and dangerous questions that have dis- 
turbed the country since the war. In 
his mind, the fact that the southern peo- 
ple sought to set up a government of 
their own is sufficient to place them out 
of court whenever there arises a ques- 
tion which concerns their safety or their 
interests. . 

To give our readers a clearer idea of 
what we mean, we call their attention 
to the appended extract, taken from the 
opening pages of Senator Hoar’s inter- 
esting article: 


Republican national conventions since the 
war of the rebellion have been embarrass2d 
by another influence. which I hope will 
disappear. In many of the southern states 
the democratic party consists almost en- 
tirely cf whites who ‘have possessed them- 
selves of the forces of government by crim- 
inal processes, which have Leen a renroach 
not only to this country. but to civilization 
itseif. The republicans, however numerous, 
and aithough having a majority of lawful 
voters in most of these states, have been 
exoluded wholly from political power. 
‘They thave, however, of course, had thetr 
‘full proportionate representation in the na- 
tional conventions of the republican party. 
Their delegates have too often been persons 
who had no hope for political advancement 
In thei@ own states, and without the ambi- 
tion to commend themselves to the public 
favor by honorable public service, of which 
that thope is the parent. They have been, 
therefore, frequently either national office- 
holders who may reasonably be supposed 
to ‘be under the influence of the existing ad- 
ministration, or likely to be governed by a 
hope of receiving a, national office as a re- 
ward for their action in the convention; or 
persons who can be influenced in their ac- 
tions by money. This southern contingent 
has been in several of our national conven- 
tions an uncertain and an untrustworthy 
force. | |

Here, it will be seen, is another ne 
standard set up for the negro politician.

‘Nearly all of the events 
that the negro politicians describe as 
calamities to their race have resulted 
from the fact that the white politicians 
have set up standards for the negroes 
that are different from those of the 
whites.. First came the announcement 
that “the negro is the ward of the na- 
tion:” the government wag to. take 
charge of him; he was to be pampered 
into progress and improvement by re- 
publican congresses and republican ad- 
ministrations. Voting for he knew not 
what, he was to be placed in responsi- 
ble offices whether fitted for it or not 
He was to be permitted to exercise po- 
litical power no matter what sacrifices 
were imposed on the property owners of 
the south. 

Out of this has grown all the trouble 
that has caused the extremists to beat on 
their sectional tom-toms—al!l the trou- 
ble that has caused the judicious to 
grieve while wearily waiting for the time 
when the negroes themselves would see 
the folly of any attempt to rise by poli- 
tics alone, or of any effort tosucceed by 
antagonizing the people who are anxious 
to give them a helping hand: Some of 
them have seen it, and are now engaged 
in the work of lifting the well-inten- 
tioned of their race to an elevation 
where they will be able to win new 
views of life and to establish, however 
humbly at first, those ideals of character 
and conduct without which the power 
and influence of all races would perish 
from the face of the earth. 


The Public Building Agitation. 

The need of a commodious public 
building for the transaction of the busi- 
ness of the different federal departments 
is one too plain to require argument. 

The accommodaticns for the postoffice 
and for the courtroom in the city of At- 
lanta are entirely inadequate and out of 
keeping with the prominence of the city 
and with the amount of business done. 
The building which we now have is not 
large enough for postoffice purposes 
alone, while, as a matter of fact, there 
are crowded into it, besides the postof- 
fice, the whole force of the railway mail 
service, the United States district court 
officials and the internal revenue offi- 
cers. In asking the general govern, 
ment to replaee this structure with one 
more in keeping with public require- 
ments, or to add wings taking in the 
whole block, which will serve the same 
purpose, the people of Atlanta are sim- 


ply drawing attention to the public 


needs. It is impossible to carry on the 
business of government in an orderly 
manner without the necessary accommo- 
dations, and these accommodations the 
officers do not now possess. 

In: Kansas City, where the public busi- 
ness has been transacted in a building 
which is a duplicate of the Atlanta pub- 
lic building, a new structure is béing 
completed which will be a credit to the 
government as well as a means for expe- 
diting the public business. In that city 
this work was undertaken without re- 
quiring the placing of the old building, 
but it was undertaken solely on the 
ground of public necessity. In Atlan- 
ta the same needs exist with the addi- 
tional incentive that the city stands 
ready to relieve the government of the 
old building so as to take away from the 
expense of the new one. 

The erection of such a building in 
Atlanta would simply be an aet of’jus- 
tice to this section of the country, of 
which Atlanta is as naturally the center 
as is Kansas City of the  ter- 
ritory of which it is the center. ° The 
Atlanta postoffice has been constantly 
growing in the amount of business 
transacted. The railway mail service 
*hag assumed, in this city, a proportion 
which it probably does not possess in 
more than half a dozen other points in 
the whole union, and it requires cer- 
tainly an entire floor for the necessities 
of this business. The necessities of a 
district court in Atlanta have been long 
pressed by the officers of court. The 
business coming before Judge Newman 
increases in the same proportion as does 
the growth of the city and the accretion 
of large corporations and extensive bus- 
iness interests. 

Congress should lose no time in see- 
ing that this work is undertaken. Its 
necessity, as has been stated, does not 
need to be argued, and public policy as 
well as the prompt performance of pub- 
lic duty, requires that this government 
building should be made a reality. 


Opportunities for the South. 

‘The changed relations of this coun- 
try with the ‘West. Indies must in- 
evitably result in giving a tremendous 
impuise to southern trade and traffic if 
we only set about giving a proper direc- 
tion to cur efforts. The impulse is not 
inevitable, indeed, if we fold our hands 
and wait for the fruits of our changed 
relations to fall into our laps. What 
we mean, therefore, is that the commer- 
cial bodies of the south, the merchants 
and business men who are seeking for 
new fieNis, and the manufacturers who 
are seeking for wider markets have a 
chance to take advantage of the results 
of the late war with Spain. 
_ Oppertunity has come to their doors 
and stands. there hat in hand. We 
cannot do better under the circum- 
stances than to show equal politeness. 
We may also doff our hats and shake 
hands with it, and beg it to make its 
home with us. But if we fail to give 
it due recegnition, or imagine that it 
ig a tramp out of work, or something of 
that kind, then opportunity will go its 
way, not angry but wondering. _

practically solved. It may be said 
with truth that the establishment of such 
lines depends on various considerations, 
but experience proves that.there is no 
more powerful consideration than op- 
portunity. As soon as the merchants 
and manufacturers perceive and seize 
their opportunities the owners of steam- 
ship lines. will perceive: and utilize 
theirs. The Cuban ports are already, 
in the nature of things, great fruit, su- 
gar and tobacco depots. Savannah or 


' Brunswick, already great cotton and na- 


val store depots, could be made by the 
activity of southern business men and 
by the co-operation of our lines of rail- 
roads, great depots of western and south- 
ern supplies. Here, then, we have the 
bases, as it were, of a line of steamships, 
coming from Liverpool, stopping at Sa- 
vannah or Brunswick, and going to Ha- 
vana, and returning to the same ports. 

Experience does not determine every- 
thing. Experience is not a factor in 
opening up new markets or in estab- 
lishing new lines of trade. Experience 
may judge of the possibilities, but all ob- 
stacles have to be overcome by energy 
and enterprise. It is a truism in trans- 
portation that opportunities create traf- 
fic. We. have here the opportunities 
and nothing remains but for the energy 
and enterprise of southern interests to 
seize them. 


They Speak fo. Roberts. 

Congressman-elect Roberts, the much- 
ly married Mormon about whose admis- 
sion ‘o our national legislature there 
has been so much controversy and 
whose case has served to bring up once 
more problems connected with the sup- 
pression of Mormonism in this country, 
has found three new supporters. ‘What 
makes that significant is that they are 
not of his religious faith, as has been 
true of his protectors heretofore, 

Those who have had the temerity thus 
to brave criticism and gocounter to the 
dictates of the “unco guid,” ‘are no less 
important personages than President 
Charles W.. Eliot, of Harvard univer- 
sity; Mrs. Mary A. Livermore, who has 
won fame and influence as an equal suf- 
fragist, and Louise Chandler Moulton, 
the favorite of the pink tea element of 
jur literateurs. The views of this 
trio of iconoclasts are so similar and so 
pregnant with logic, that it is proper to 
give them in full. 

This is what President Eliot says: 


@ Mr. Roberts was a polygamist before 
polygamy became tilega¥ in Utah, I think 
“¢ was. absolutely right in continuing to 
maintain his wives and their children if 
there were any, In my judgment, that was 
the only right thing for a Mormon who wae 
a polygamist when polygamy was 4ot il- 
lega] in the territory to do. I should not 
consider hire an unsuitable member of con- 
gress on the ground of polygamous rela- 
tions if these were the facts. 

Mary A. Livermore says: 

It seems to me that Mr. Roberts, who, 
as I vrnderstand it, was a polygamist be- 
fore Utah became a state, ought to deal 
honorably with his wives, and not cast 
‘them off from his support. I understand 
that he is now doing this, but is not living 
in polygamy. Aside from polygamy, there 
is no reason why we should seek to exter- 
minate Mormonism that I know of. 

Convert Mormons to something better, 
but don’t persecute them. All Mormons 
are not polygamists, as I have had a chance 
to know, for I have been in Utah three or 
four times. 

Louts Candler Moulton gave out this 
signed statement: , 

If an honorable man has married three 
wives while it was legal to do so, his obli- 
gation to them can hardly be changed by 
subsequent legislation. As in other coun- 


tries and other centuries, it has been per- . 


fectly legal to have more wives than one, 
and a husband was expected to care for 
their welfare; so, it seems to me, Mr. Rob- 
erts is bound to care for the three he has 
legally married, and can only be an honor- 
able man when he does so. 

It must be admitted that this is a very 
interesting view of the affair, and it 
must be gratifying to Mr. Roberts and 
his three angels to find themselves shel- 
tered by such exalted authorities,

Editor Constitution: JI commend the ef- 
fcrts of The Constitution to induce the far- 
mers of the south to abandon the “one 
crop’’ method and practice a diversified ag- 
riculture. 

The advantages of mixed farming are 
So apparent to an Iowa farmer that. he does 
not depend wpon one crop for a support. 
.Farmers here produce their own meat, 
bread, vegetables, poultry and eggs, be- 
sides fruit of various kinds, sufficient for 
their own famihes, and some of each to 
sell. It is astonishing to a northern far- 
mer that any farmer should buy his pork 
of the merchant and not keep a single hog. 
Why, the kitchen slep alone would be 
sufficient to feed two or three pigs until 
they were large enough to make 200 pounds 
of pork each. And what a help are poul- 
try and eggs toward furnishing the far- 
mer’s table and supporting his family. I 
am acquainted with farmers’ wives who 
sell enough eggs and chickeng to buy all 
the groceries for the family. If the far- 
mers of Georgia would each raise his home 
Supplies, as urged by The Constitution, 
they would prosper as never before. 

Diversify by all means. Al] crops do not 
fall in any one year, nor are all farm pro- 
ducts cheap at the same time. Here in 
the northwest our principal money crops 
ar ecorn, wheat, hogs and cattle. Hun- 
dreds of carloads of these are sold and 
Shipped out every year. But we do not 
depend on these alone. Many horses are 
raised, and after keeping up the farm 
teams, sOme are sold for export. A few 
mules and sheep are also raised. Ajso oats, 
barley, potatoes and apples. Thus you see, 
our farming is very much diversified, and 
of the enormous amount brought to this 
country from the sale of exports the far- 
mers of lowa have got a good big share. 
But some southern farmer will say that 
we have a more fertile soil an@ one that 
is free from stumps and stones; true, but 
the south has a great advantage in cli- 
mate. We are in the “coki and frozen 
north’? where we must feed our stoek from 
November to May. I have been in the “hill 
country” of Georgia and it impressed me as 
being a favorable location for stock raising 
— specially adapted to the raising of

How To Be Prosperous. 

Editor Constitution—The many articles 
that have recently been published by you 
relative to the condition of agriculture in 
the south, and especially those pertaining 
to cotton growers, and the remedies sug- 
gested to better their eondition, are at- 
tractive reading, but are (in the mind of 
the writer) no solution of the problem. 
If cotton growers wit! manufacture their 
crude cotton into the fabries while it is 
still their property, and sell at its increased 
value, their prosperity will be assured. If 
cotton growers will but co-agitate, co-edu- 
cate and co-operate they can secure such 
legislation as will enable them to manufac- 
ture their 5-cent cotton into fabrics worth 
from 10 cents to over $1 per pound, If by 
legislation cotton boards were created and 
empowered to levy a tax of about half a 
cent per pound on all lint cotton grown 
in their states, receipts being given by 
the tax collectors, which receipts are to 
be stock, or shares, and tfansferable, and 
when the proceeds of one crop have thus 
been collected, say by the officials of the 
state, and by them held in trust fer 
the taxpayers, then the shareholders to 
assemble at some chosen place in their 
several congressional districts, and when 
organized, they are to have and use the 
proceeds above mentioned in building fac- 
tories and in manufacturing cotton. This 
may seem a Utopian scheme, but just such 
legislation is being obtained by levee 
boards, trusts, syndicates, irrigating com- 
panies and inter-oceanic canal companies, 
ete, Sense, energy and enterprise along 
right lines by a united people, be they few 
Or many, will be rewarded. On the other 
hand, to grow products and give them 
away isn’t a good article of folly. To 
diversify and continue to give your products 
away will be no improvement. Create a 
demand by bringing operatives to work 
in factories and diversify and sell produce. 
If the intelligence of this southland will 
make efforts along the lines above indi- 


‘eated then the masses will be enlightened. 


The cotton now goes to the machines to be 
spun into cloth, paying about ome-third of 
its value for transportation, etc. Bring the 
machines to the cotton, save that which 
is now given to transportation and spec- 
ulators, enhance the crude cotton 300 per 
cent by working it into fabrics, parting 
title with it after it has reached its highest 
value. Slaves are slaves so long as they 
serve others; they become masters when- 
ever they serve themselves. 

If cotton growers will unite in asking 
their legislators to enact laws conferring 
such privileges, they can bless themselves 
and their posterity. If they wait for ecap- 
ital to build factories for the manufae- 
turing of their cotton, then the profits will 
be to the capitalists. Thesale of cotton fu- 
tures will cease only when the cotton {fs 
manufactured by the growers. I hope your 
many readers that are interested in cotton 
will think of the above outlined plan; and

The Meeting of the Committees Yester- 
day Was a Businesslike Session 
and Was Characterized by, 
the Old-Time Atlanta 
Spirit.

Pursuant to the above resolution, which 
‘was adopted at the joint meeting of the 
three state fair committees yesterday 
afternoon, a sub-committee of five, C. A. 
Collier, chairman; W. A. Hemphill, J. K. 
Orr, H. H. Cabaniss and J. EB. Maddox, 
will hola a conference at 9 o'clock this 
morning with President Pope ‘Brown, of 
the State Aricultural Society, relative to 
filing in the blanks. And at 11 o'clock 


the three committees, consolidated, and un- 
der the chairmanship of ex-Mayor Collier, 
will meet President Brown and ratify the 
agreement by which the holding of a state 
fair in Atlanta next fall will be assured, 
Yesterday afternoon's meeting, at which 


this plan of procedure was dertermined, 
was, ag one of the committeemen expressed 
it, the “fullest committee meeting in his- 
tory." Nearly every member of each of 
the three committees was present. And 
the group embraced the most “progressive 
and public spirited citizens of Atlanta— 
formed the same coterie that has set afoot 
so many affairs for Atlanta’s benefit. 

On nomination of Mr. H. H. Cabaniss 
ex-Governor Northen was unantmously 
elected president of the joint committee. 
He is out of the city, however, and it being 
necessary to have some one preside at to- 
day’s conference with Hon. Pope Brown, 
ex-Mayor Collier was elected vice presi- 
dent. He will, therefore, head both the 
sub-committee and the joint committees 
today. 4 

Meeting Called to Order. 

The meeting was called to order shortly 
after 6 o’clock at the mayor's office in the 
city hall, with Mayor Woodward ex-officio 
chairman. He stated that the object was 
to formulate some proposition to present 
to the president of the agricultural so- 
ciety looking to the holding of a state 
fair here next fall. 

Captain J. W. English was first called 
on to express the views he held upon the 
subject. He began by saying that he did 
not know exactly what to say, for the réa- 
son that he did not know what plans were 
under contemplation or how well the agri- 
cultural society was equipped for holding 
fairs, ; 

Mr. Clark Howell informed him that 
President Brown, in a letter to him, ex- 
plained? that the society had absolutely 
no money and no credit—not a dollar in 
its treasury and nothing upon which a 


dollar might be raised. Whereupon Mr. |

English declared that such being the case 
—that if Atlanta would fhhave to subscribe 
all the money for the fair and assume all 
responsibility for its success or failure, he 
was in favor of officering and directing it 
entirely by Atlantians. He did not think 
it would be well for this city to shoulder 
the burden unless citizens of Atlanta were 
in control, He also said that in his opin- 
fon it would be a vain undertaking un- 
less enough money could be raised to al- 
low the offering of a large premium list. 
A small one, he declared, would be worse 
than useless. The rewards held out should 
be sufficiently large to stimulate interest 
not only throughout Georgia, but in the 
rr i tates. 
‘ee a Fs a suggested that the 
young men of the city ought to take hold 
of the matter and settle it. He said it 
was an opportunity for them to come for- 
ward and show what they could do. It 
was his desire that no man over forty-five 
years of age he appointed on any fair com- 
mittee, except the chairman and one or two 
of the more important officers. Captain 
Neal indorsed this suggestion, and moved 
that a resolution turning the whole matter 
over to the business league be adopted. 

Before a vote was taken ex-Mayor Col- 
lier arose, and stating that he differed - 
with Captain English, Mr. Inman and 
Captain Neal, urged that the fair be con- 
ducted under the auspices of the agricul- 
tural society. Its success, he said, depend- 
ed upon the co-operation of the entire state. 
If it was to be purely a local affvir, it 
would probably be 4 failure. He, tbere- 
fore, suggested that the society be given 
a certain sum of money to pay the expense 
of getting up the fair, and then be guar- 
anteed another sum to cover the premium 
list in the event the gate receipts did not 
do so. 

J. K. Orr thought, in the ligat cf the 
experience he had had with fairs held in 
Columbus, that the contemplated show 
should not only be an agricultural display, 
but a manufacturing one as well. Machine- 
ry in motion, machinery making something, 
he declared, always fascinated visitors. 
He moved that so far as the agricultural 
display was concerned it should be ‘eft— 
as Mr. Collier had suggested—with the ag- 
ricultural society. But he urged that the 
committee take charge of the work of 
securing manufacturing exhibits. 

Captain English declared that such an 
idea suited him. He was willing, he said, 
to let the agricultural society run the 
agricultural part of the show, ani he 
would go in with the boys and run the 
machinery part, 

Resolution Is Adopted. 

Following this Mr. Clark Howell intro- 


duced the following 1esolution: 
Resolved, That this meeting of joint 
committees pledges itself to an effort to

Messrs. Collier, 
Hemphill, Orr, Cabaniss and Maddox were 
selected by the chair to act on this com- 
mittee and were instructed to present Mr. 
Howell's resolution to Mr. Brown and after 
conference with him fil] in the blanks. 

Hon. Pope Brown, who came down from 
Washington yesterday afternoon, wag seen 
last evening and asked as to what amount 
the agricultural society would probably de- 
sire, and what measure of “representation 
on the board of directors would suit it. 
He declined to say, however, before confer- 
ence with the sub-committee. 

‘But we want a fair,” he added, “and 
Atlanta seems to want a fair, and when 
anything is so universally desired it gen- 
erally comes to pass.”

The ladies in the house showed the offi- 
cers the wrecked rooms and stated that the 
young man had not only broken the furni- 
ture and crockery, but had threatened to 


| kill them with the ax. 


Lee was taken in custody and was sent 
to the police barracks in the patrol wagon. 

The story of the young man’s intemper- 
ance and his mother’s efforts to reform him 
is pathetic. A mother’s devotion and her 
resolve at last, as the only thing left to be 
done, to let the punishment of a criminal 
be tried as a means of making a better 
man, adds a sad chapter to the story. 

Mrs. Lee told the officers that she would 
prosecute her son in order to see if impris- 
onment would not reform him, as every 
other means had been tried. Later she.tele- 
phoned the police barracks that she intend- 
ed to take out a warrant herself for the 
assault her son had made on the ladies in 
the house, and that she would not be sat- 
isfied with a city case. 

Young Lee has been drinking for some 
time. His widowed mother has tried to re- 
form him and has placed him under several 
treatments for drunkenness. At times he 
has shown some inclination to reform, but 
only to relapse into his old habits of dissi- 
pation. Yesterday he was ¢rinking again 
and he went home and tried to force his 
mother to give him whisky or brandy. This 
she refused to do and he became angry and 
used the ax. 

Lee showed the signs of his spree at the 
barracks last night. He said he had de- 
molished the two rooms because his mother 
wouldn't give him brandy and because she 
“quarreled and fussed” with him. He said 
he did not mind going to the chaingang.

Two or three hours after the unhappy 
wife had killed herself, Strickland wag ar- 
rested for being drunk on the street, and 
was locked up in a cell at the police bar- 
racks. The next morning he was tried by 
the recorder and was fined $3.75. He could 
not pay the fine and was sent to the ohain- 
gang for a week. At his trial the recorder 
took occasion to remark that he wished 
he had the power to send Strickland to the 
penitentiary for ten years for his heartless 
desertion of his wife. 

Yesterday Strickland was told that his 
sentence had expired. He walked into the 
city and went to the police barracks, where 
he was given his few personal effects, a 
knife and a small amount of money. 

As he received the articles Strickland 
said: 

“I have taken a solemn oath before high 
heaven never to touch another drop of 
liquor as long as I live.” 

“It’s a pity you didn’t do that sort of 
swearing a little sooner,’’ replied a police 
officer, who. with the others standing 
around, could not help but think of the sui- 
cide’ of the deserted wife. 

Strickland said he was deeply grieved 
about his wife's death. He says he wanted 
to go to her funeral, but was not permitted 
to do so. 

“When I left her,” he admitted, “I was 
perfectly sober. She wanted me to leave 
her. I only took what belonged to me. I 
don’t thidk she killed herself because I: left 
her, for she asked me to go away. She 
had been in bad health and I heard her 
Say several times that she was tired of liv- 
ing and would like to die. I pawned those 
things. to pay the express charges on some 
quilts.’’ 

“Yet you took those quilts away,” he was 
told. 

“Yes, but they were mine,” he replied. 

The man said that the woman who killed 
herself was his second wife and was twen- 
ty-three years of age. He had five children 
living by his first wife and they resided in 
North Carolina. His uncle, W. B. Crowell, 
is the sheriff of Wilson county, North Car- 
olina. 

Strickland says he will remain in Atlan- 
ta and work at his trade of a brick mason.

~ HAE SERIOUS TROUBLE AT DEPT 


Train of Negro Soldiers ftom Macon Threatened To Tear Up 
Allanta on Their Arrival Last Night, 


Squad of Police Met Them at Depot 
and Treuble Followed, 


PISTOLS AND CLUBS FREELY SHOWS 


Quick and Determined Work of Police 
Quells the First Demonstration. 
Captain Jennings Gets Hurt. 
Several Negro Soldiers 
Injured. 


The police had serious trouble with a 
train load of drunken negro soldiers at the 
Union depot last night about half-past 9 
o'clock. A telegram had been received by 
the police authorities from Macon stating 
that four or five hundred soldiers, who had 
just been mustered out, had started for 
Atlanta on a special train en route to North 
Carolina, and that more than half the reg- 
iment were drunk and boisterous. Some of 
them had said when leaving Macon that 
they intended to “‘tear Atlanta up’’ when 


{ the train stopped here for an hour. 


As soon as this news reached the police, 
Captain Jennings with five picked men went 
to the union depot and were in. readiness 
to interfere with the drunken goldiers when 
they went into the tearing up business. 

One drunken negro, who appeared to be 
a Tring leader, jumped from the train when 
it stopped, and as soon as he saw a police- 
man,he began to curse and talk about kill- 
ing somebody Lefore he jeft the “damned 
old town that Sherman burned down.” 
Before the fellow could walk out of the 
depot he was in the hands of a policeman, 
He resisted and clubs and pistols were free- 
ly displayed. Four or five other soldiers 
rushed to the assistance of their com- 
rade, and there were as many bloody heads 
in a very few seconds. 

The ringleader was arrested and car- 
ried to the police barracks. This produced 
a quietus on the turbulent Atlanta-demol- 
ishing colored troops, and when the four 
or five bloody heads disappeared into the 
coaches no other heads showed |§ mselves 


for a similar reception. 

Police Commissioner W, O. Jones was at 
the depot with Captain Jennings, who had 
Patroimen B. C. White, Kitchens, Petty, A. 
C. Kerlin and Cc. H. Holt with him as his 
picked squad. 

Yesterday afternoon the Tnird North Car- 
olina volunteer regiment, composed of ne- 
groes, was mustered out at Macon, and the 
men were paid alj the way from $25 to $75, 
and were furnished with a special train 
upon which to return to their homes. 

Before leaving Macon most of the negro 
‘s0ldiers began to drink and by the time the 
train pufied out more than half of them 
were drunk. They began to take charge of 
the train, which was composed of fourteen 
coaches, and they soon had things their 
own way. There was a sleeping car on the 
train, some of the soldiers having high no- 
tions aLout matters of travel. ‘ 

The soldiers quarreled and fought in the 
coaches and several of them fired their pis- 
tole. Three or four of the coaches were 
riddled with bullets and the sleeping coach 
‘looked like one of the blockhouses at San- 
tiago after the war. The sleeping car con- 
ductor was powerless to stop the shooting. 

There was a caboose on the rear of the 
train, which had been coupled on as a place 
of safe retreat for the train crew. 

The drunken soldiers had fully determined 
to make things hum during their hour in 
Atlanta and would doubtless have done so 
but for the work of the police in quelling 
the first demonstration. 

The negro soldier arrested gave his name 
as Charles Greely. When he was fighting 
the officers, Patrolman Kerlin used his club 
and accidentally struck Captain Jennings

TRAVELING TINNERS EXEMPT. 


Recorder Holds That Tin Repairers 
Cannot Be Required To Pay License 
Under Tax Ordinance.

Mr. Wimbish, of counsel 
for the association, stated that an imme- 
diate hearing was of the utmost importance 
to the association; that since the filing of 
the bil] in this case a bill for a receiver had 
been filed in South Carolina, and similar 
bills may be filed in various states; that 
the bill in South Carolina was based upon 
and was practically a copy of this bill and 
that unless the matter be speedily deter- 
rrined in this court, entanglements would

“We are lead to believe that in neither 
case do the complainants desire a hearing.

The Docter Was Sentenced to a Month 
In Chaingang by Recorder, 


PROCEEDINGS BEFORE THE ORDINARY 


The Demented Doctor Is Now in the 
Tower, Where He Will Be Held 
Until . Transferred to the 
State Lunatic Asylum 
at Milledgeville. 


Dr. Silas W. Arrowood was declared to | 


be insane by a jury in the court of ordinary 
yesterday morning, and he was committed 
to the Tower, where he will be kept until 
he can be sent to the state lunatic asylum 
at (Milledgeville. 

The arrest of the physician, his trial in 
the police court for annoying little girls 
whom he met on the streets, his conviction 
and sentence of thirty days in the city 
chaingang, the strange story of his infat- 
vation with a child whom he tried to mar- 
ry, and yesterday’s finale of the whole re- 
markable affair makes it one of the most 
interesting stories which has ever been 
chronicled in Atlanta. From the day of his 
arrest until the present time The Constitu- 
tion has published every step in the re- 
markable story. 

Never before had a man been tried in the 
police court upon such a charge and then 
given the alternative to have himself 
proved a lunatic or go to the chaingang. 

The crowded courtroom yesterday was 
evidence of the great and wide-spread in- 
terest the case had awakened. 

The investigation as to the doctor’s sanity 
in the court of: ordinary developed a 
strange and as declared by the verdict of 
the jury, imsane infatuation for a little 
twelve-year-old girl. 


He had declared it his unalterable 
intention to marry the child; had 
bought a licenge, and stated that he 
would wed the child if he had to slicot 
down all who opposed him and tien 
pile up their dead bodies like cord- 
wood and burn them. 

During the investigation he called out to 
the child to let him speak to her, and an- 
nounced to judge and jury that he still 
intended to marry the little girl, adding: 
“Why shouldn’t I? It’s al) right.” 

There was some show of opposition to the 
writ of lungcy, but it amounted to nothing. 
The Jury Then Made the Verdict. 
The following jury was empanneled to try 
the doctor: Dr. John;,W. White, foreman, 
H. F, Bain, J. L. Tucker, J. A. Davis, E. 
D. McDonald, B. C. Murphy, J. P. Austin, 
J. N. Little, W. A. Wilson, J. C. Crockett, 

H. E. Jones, G. W. Trader. 

Mr. J. M. Arrowood, the brother of Dr. 
Arrowood was the first witness. He said 
he had taken out the writ of lunacy, not to 
have his brother escape the chaingang, but 
because he really believed he was insane 
and in need of treatment. The doctor was 
dangerous and had shown signs of mental 
decline for several decline for several 
months past. His insane love for Ethel 
Kittrell, a girl only twelve years of age 
had convinced his relatives that he was un- 
balanced. He had said he would murder all 
who opposed his wish to marry the child 
and would pile them up and burn them like 
cord wood. His relatives had induced him 
to pawn his pistol just to get the weapon 
away from him, The doctor had never used 
opiates or tobacco and did not drink. 

“It was his plan to kidnap little 
Ethel,” said Mr. Arrowood, ‘‘that final- 
ly led us to believe him insane. He 
even now says he will take her off dnd 
marry her.”’ | 

Dr. 8. G. C. Pinckney, an expert in men- 
tal diseases, testified that he had examined 
Dr. Arrowood and while there were no 
clear signs of insanity the man’s history 
and recent acts were euch as to define him 
as a lunatic. The attention he had paid 
to little girls and which had finally sin- 
gied out one child, was proof of a disorder- 
ed brain. He ought to be sent to an asylum 
and treated, was Dr. Pinckney’s opinion. 

' The Girl the Doctor Wants. 

Wthel Kittrell and Mrs. Kittrell were plac- 
ed upon the witness stand. The girl said 
she had néver promised to margy Dr. Ar-

The jury retired and after being out only 
five minutes returned a verdict of insanity. 

One week ago today Dr. Arrowood was 
arrested upon the complaint of a number 
of citizens who charged that the doctor 
had been annoying little girls who attend- 
ed the Davis street school. He was arraign- 
ed in the police court and his trial occu- 
pied two days. The recorder declared him 
guilty and stated that he would sentence 
him to a month’s hard labor in the city 
chaingang. Then followed the writ of 
lunacy.

“What makes you wish to marry a little 
child?’ the ordinary asked the doctor. 

“Why, because I want her for a wife,” 
was the reply. 

“Why did you take out a license when 
she and her mother had never spoken to 
you about such a marriage?’”’ 

“Yes, but they did speak to me,” was the 
reply, 

“Would you try to marry Ethel now if 
you were turned loose?’

City Claims It Has Never Granted Ex- 
clusive Right to Consolidated To 
Build on Streets, but Re- 
served Right To Grant 
to Others. 


The case of the Atlanta Consol'dated 
Street Railway Company against the At- 
lanta Railway Company was continued be- 
fore Judge Candler yesterday. It consumed 
the enffre day, and the argument will be 
conclu&ed this mornins. Very tittle new 
matter ‘s being brought into the case. The 
same tacts are being placed into the evi- 
dence ané the same arguments are being 
made bv counsel that were made in the 
United States court when the c.se was 
heard there. 

The most interesting part of the proceed- 
ings yesterday was the answer of the city to 
the amended petition of the plaintiff. which 
brought the city into the case. The answer 
was prepared by City Attorney Anerson. 
Much of the petition of the Atlanta Railway 
Company was incorporated into the answer 
of the city. The new matter in 1t related 
to the rights of the city council ani mayor 
t] grant franchises over a streat upon 
which one railway company already has a 
franchise, and the right: of condemnation. 

The answer states that the Consol’dated 
was given its franchise on Mitcheli street 
subject to all the ordinances of the city reg- 
ulating such things. 

Concerning the allegations of the plain- 
tiff the answer denies that the Coasolidated 
owns any roadbed on Mitchell s‘treet, and 
the tracks lave been placed there only by 
permission of the city, which consent was 
given subject to the power reserved by 
the defendant to. subject the tracks to the 
use of other companies for stree: railway 
purposes when necessary to reach-the cen- 
tral portions of the city, upon just compen- 
sation being Y\nade by the companies thus 
using the tracks and further subject to all 
reasonable and lawful regulations cf the 
city. 

The city’s position {is explained 
bill as follows: 


It is settled law that travel by street 
cars, by whatever motive power, i« ordi- 
nary travel in the same sense tht travel 
in buggies or carriages or wagons: is or- 
dinary travel, so that the cons'r«cction 
and operation of a street railway in a 
street is no new use of the street which 
will entitle the owners of the fee in the 
street to compensation. ‘his being so, it 
cannot be that those who construct 
street railways and operate street cars 
thereon can acquire a valid claira to the 
exclusive use of any portion of the road- 
way except that immediately covered by 
their rails, not including the stace be- 
tween the rails, and the rails themselves, 
in this case, are subject to condemnaiion 
by the regulations of this right by this 
defendant, accepted and acted uaier by 
the plaintiff company. 


It is claimed, as far as a legal right to 
grant the franchises to the Atlanta Rall- 
way Company and the right to condemn by 
the city is concerned, that the :aws «nd con- 
stitution of the state give the city that 
authority, with full power with respect to 
allowing or not allowing the construction 
of street railways upon its streets, and to 
prescribe the conditions upon whicn street 
railways shal] be constructed, 

The answer alleges that the city has 
never granted to the Cunsolidated nor any 
of its predecessors in ownership nor to any 
other street railway company an exclusive 
right to lay street railway tracks or to 
operate street cars thereon in any of the 
streets of the city. 

The answer denies that the use of the 
tracks on Mitchell street between Broed 
and Madison avenue Wouid interfere with 
the tracks of the Consolidated, and it fur- 
ther alleges’ that the Consolidated has no 
right to suggest which route should be 
taken by the Atlanta Railway Company. 

The answer is sworn to ny Mayor Wood- 
ward, as agent for the city. During the 
introduction of evidence, Judge Anderson 
read an aflidavit made by Alderman Frank 
P,. Rice, chairman of the committee on 
street railways. | 

The case was opened yesterday by the 
reading of the answer of the city, Colonei 
Hammond then, representing the Consoli-

Reviewing the outlook in the speculative 
field on Saturday, A. A. Lisman, of C. I. 
Hudson & Co., said: 

“The present condition of values sugs- 
gests to us the story of the attempt to build 
a. railroad to the moon. We think prices are 
inflated to the most dangerous degree, and 
that a landslide will strike Wall Street 
some day in the near future that will make 
interesting reading in the history of down 
grade movements. Some of the industrials 
have been built up on watered stock and 
are sure to collapse before long. Western 
financial concerns have profited by the 
boom in prices, and, becoming overbold 
with success, are now dabbling in stock 
transactions that are about as safe to the 
dabbler as*dynamite. The prices, in our 
judgment, have been put up by manipula- 
tion, and the inevitable result must be col- 
lapse. All this talk about vast railroad 
earnings impresses us but little. The 
€rangers are not worth the prices at which 
they are selling. In the bond department 
things are just as dangerous. Trunk com- 
panies are letting go their good bonds to 
take advantage of the high pries, and are 
then turning to worthless material that is 
going to burn their fingers before long. 

Rudolph Kleyboite, of Kleybolte & ‘Co., 
Said of the bond business: 

“We are getting very short of good ma- 
terial here. Our stock is becoming de- 
pleated and the famine prices ruling allow 
no opportunity of buying more. Sellers of 
bonds in most instances want to buy others 
that are likely to advance in value, and 
this keeps the demand at highest pressure. 
The speculative fever takes much invest- 
ment money away from the bond depart- 
ment, but we have all the business we can 
do without it.’’ 

Howard A. Haven says of the financial 
outlook: 

“Something entirely out of the ordinary 
will have to occuge to seriously check the 
present movement. First of all is the re- 
markable strength of the financial position. 
In the great speculative movements of the 
past, Wall street depended more or less 
upon money borrowed from Europe. This 
year the United States is lending money 
abroad. Fortunately, whenever speculation 
assumed excessive proportions, a stringent 
money market was sure to impose a check 
upon bullishness. The time, in the face of 
what amounts to an inflation of values and 
an excitement hitherto unequaled in our 
market, money goes begging and lenders 
have to hunt up borrowers at rates which 
the banking community hardly deem re- 
munerative.’’

JUDGE HAMMOND'S TALK 
AT THE CHI PHI BANQUET 


Under the caption, ‘‘Southern Patriotism,” 
The St. Louis Christian Advocate prints an 
extract from the speech made by Judge W. 
R. Hammond in responding to the toast 
“Atlanta,” at the Chi Phi banquet recently. 
The following broad and patriotic words 
are taken from The Advocate: 

“Suffice it to say, briefly, that ghe is a 
great city because she is part of the great 
state of Georgia. She is the outgrowth of 
the best forces that Georgia could put into 
her. There is scarcely a section of our state 
upon which é6he has not laid large contribu- 
tion for the brain and brawn of her best 


“manhood. And she has laid theavy tribute 


for the same kind of material upon very 
many of the states of this great union. 
Those to the south, east, north and west of 
her thave poured their generous contribu- 
tions into her Jap; and even far-off New 
England has furnished many of her best 
and most enterprising citizens.

GARBAGE TO NEW CREMATORY 


First Loads Will Be Hauled There This 
Morning. 


——— 


OLD PLANT TO BE SHUT DOWN 


Long Hauls of Garbage Thought To 
Be at an End—Board To Re- 
ceive Bids. 


The old crematory at the dumping grounds 
was shut down yesterday afternoon, prob- 
ably for the last time. No more fires will 
be kindled there for the present, and it is 
predicted that not another load of city 
garbage will be hauled to this out of the 
way place. 

The city garbage will be taken to the 
new Lester crematory, near the gas tank, 
this mornihg. The owners thought they 
would be ready for work by last Monday, 
but they found at the last moment they 
would not be in condition to consume the 
garbage until today. They say they are 
now ready to dispose of every bit of garb- 
age and night soil in Atlanta in a thor- 
oughly satisfactory manner. 

While the board of health adopted the 
resolution to send the garbage to the new 
crematory merely as an experiment for 
thirty days, it seems to be the general be- 
lief that the old plan of hauling garbage 
several miles outside of the city is at an 
end, and that the central crematory is now 
the thing. The members of the board of 
health have been advocating central cre- 
matories for some time, and they say this 
is the only means to save money in the 
sanitary department. 

The owners of the new crematory guaran- 
tee to do the work in a manner dccept- 
able to the city officials. The city ‘has the 
right to discontinue the experiment at any 
time prior to the expiration of the thirty 
days, provided the garbage is not being. 
properly consumed. 

It is not at all certain that the Lester 
crematory will be used permanently. The 
officials are decidedly in favor of a central 
crematory or crematories, but there may 
be others better than the Lester. , Tests, of 
course, will be the only means of determin- 
ing this. The board of health will advertise 
for bids*for the disposal of the garbage, 
and it may be that some firm or person 
may come forward with a more satisfac- 
tory crematory or plan than the one to 
be tried today. ,

He says he not on- 
ly has the best plan, Dut can dispose of 
the garbage at lower prices than anybody

‘The Georgia soldiers have won the cor- 
dial esteem of the ptople by their orderly 
conduct and courteous bearing, and many 
efforts are made to cause them to feel wel- 
come.

He reports 
that the whole native population has an 
intense desire to learn.the language of 
their good friends. the Americans. 

“One of the mcst cordial and valuable 
local friends of the Georgians is Major Jose 
Sanchez, who is very wealthy and a gentle- 
man of most chivalrous. and cultured per- 
sonality. He was an officer in the Cuban 
army and was severely wounded a few 
months before the United States took up 
his cause and thrashed his enemy. No ser- 
viee of assistance or courtesy has been neg- 
lected by him and he is a prime favorite 
with the Georgians. One of his large to- 
bacco warehouses is being used for storing 
the regiment’s supplies. Since seeing this 
gentleman our opinion of the Cuban army 
has gone up several points. In -fact the 
Cubans 4s a people have shown themselves 
to be far more intelligent and worthy than 
was formerly imagined by their new vis- 
itors, Many of them, it is true, hack integ- 
rity, energy and cleanliness, but what coun- 
try can boast of having none that are low 
and worthless? The Cubans ure all right 
if they are given a show, according to the 
opinion of those who have just come among 
them. 

“Much could be said of the voyage from 
the shores of home.to this Cuban port. 
Despite the sadness of departure, the Geor- 
gians soon became interested in the novelty 
of a sea trip and their faces brightened 
and their heasts grew light. But later there 
were many brave soldiers who fell as mar- 
tyrs to their patriotic desire for service— 
as victims to that indescribable malady 
which surely deserves a harsher charac- 
terigation than that brimstone laden defi- 
nition of war by General Sherman. Scores 
of the men went right up against it. They 
did contortion acts, they tossed and tumbled 
but still the nausia pursued them and forced 
them repeatedly to the rail. It seemed that 
every rare and precious tribute was offered 
up, but the demon of seasicxness was in- 
exorable and haape@ upon them tortures 
infinitely worse when they were bank- 
rupt. Chaplain Warren and Lieutenant 
Brock, above all others, now know the ef- 
fects of a tussle with Neptune. But at last 
chaos ceased to rein in the stomach, the 
dismal brown taste left the month, the 
muscles responded to the will and life be- 
came more worthy of consideration. Af- 
ter this the trip was one 6f complete pleas- 
ure. 

‘“'The United States transport Roumanian, 
which brought the regiment over, is not 
noted as one of the finest transports, but 
its record in the service shows that it has 
been one of the most efficient. It has han- 
@led thirteen organizations of troops with- 
out an accident. While in the service the 
ship is under the. command of Captain 
Wrigley, of the quartermaster’s department 
who certainly proved himself a capable and 
faithful officer and a courteous and cultur- 
ed gentleman. His thoughtful kindness, his 
unfailing consideration and his affable T- 
sonality won the highest admiration of 
every man under his care on the voyage. 
And in return he was most highly pleased 
with the regiment and asserted 
that it excelled any of the 
reziments transported by the Roumanian 
in the courteous and soldierly bearing of 
its officers, the willingness and efficieney in 
giving assistance to the ship’s officers, as 
well as in the high character, patience and 
obedience of the men. It is no small trib- 
ute t6 the Ceorgians and théy appreciate 
it highly. No ship ever had a more worthy 
and capable set of officers than the Rou- 
manian, and every man of them won the 
esteem and gratitude of the Georgians. To 
show their appreciation a detail of soldiers, 
under the command of that popular and 
efficient officer, Lieutenant Chester Elliott, 
of Company G, were immediately upon un- 
loading put to the task of cleaning ship 
and the officers say it could not passibly 
have been done more completely. Lieuten- 
ant Elliott dif not go ashore for four days 
in order to perform this work.
